What's this? .-. a six hundred line ad, placed by the 
Gity Laundry ... headed, "A HIGH AND MIGHTY deal" ... then giving 
details of 2 prig® offer of some free guest tickets to see the 
picture ... and at the bottom, a fourecolumn wide box devoted to 
Bob's theatre and attraction. 


Four days later ... an 840 Line ad, similar in content 
to the above ... but this time with a picture of the City Laundry's 
trucks, each bannered with a HIGH AND MIGHTY poster ... Hey, gUy coo 
who deo you work for anyway? 


1,000 garment bags and 2,000 shirt bags were imprinted 
with HIGH AND MIGHTY copy ... Couldn't even get your shirt laun- 
dered without Harvey getting in there somewhere. 


Hundreds of miniature resords were made by members ef 
the staff and used for display purpeses, and also were tacked on 
every post, fence and barricade within miles of the theatre ... 
Hundreds of balloons Left over from last Christmas were stamped 
and handed out to echiidron on the street ... Ail the usherettes 
wore aireline hats, with a miniature record as a lapel piece. 


Good window displays at both Lovell's and Hosken and 
Prested's music stores ...0 Beth North Bay News Service trucks 
bannered in advance and during the run...
